By the new allinnce Greal Britaln
by its general arbirtation treaty with
the United States |8 precluded from
supporting Japan In a conflict with
the United States and It is held In
most quartera that by this spectre of
war between Japan and America Is
remaoved.

The new situation, some of the pa-
pers state, practieally amounts to a
triple alliance bhetween Great Britaln,
Japan and the U'nited States.
